The subject matter of claim 1 does not appear to involve an inventive step in view of 
documents 1 and 2 cited in the ISR. Document 2 describes that an endless member is placed between 
two rollers in a labeling device, and it would be obvious to a person skilled in the art to apply such 
means between the first support roller and the second support roller of the invention of document 1 . 

The subject matter of claim 2 does not appear to involve an inventive step in view of 
documents 1 and 2 cited in the ISR. Dividing each support roller into upper and lower positions is 
merely a matter of design variation. 
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
